DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to the amendment filed January 30, 2009. In 
accordance with the amendment, claims 1 and 17 have been amended, claims 15 and 
16 have been formally canceled, while new claim 19 has been added. 

Claims 1, 3-14, and 17-19 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 3-14, and 17-19 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement 
of reasons for allowance: the closest prior art of record (Du et al. U.S. P. No. 5,887,096; 
Suzuki et al JP 2001-356404 A; Yokoyama U.S.P. No. 6,547,400 B1; Omoda et al. JP 
2003-299088; Hooker et al. U.S.P. No. 6,554,463 B2) does not teach or reasonably 
suggest, in combination , a particular laser light source (independent claim 1) or two- 
dimensional image forming device (independent claim 17) that further includes a 
cooling mechanism that is connected to the hollow waveguide, which circulates a 
liquid sealed in a hollow part of the waveguide and the plurality of lasers being cooled 
as such. Claims 3-14, 18, and 19 are dependent upon either independent claim 1 or 17. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 
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Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see amendment and remarks, filed January 30, 2009, 
with respect to the claim amendment to independent claims 1 and 17 have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. The rejections of Du et al. '096, Suzuki et al '404, 
Yokoyama '400, Omoda et al. '088, and Hooker et al. '463 have been withdrawn. 
Claims 1 and 17 as amended overcome the pertinent prior art of record. Claims 3-14, 
18, and 19 are dependent upon either independent claim 1 or 17. 

Inventorship 

3. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a).
